1 . This is in response to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences' decision 
rendered on March 23, 2010. Claims 1 and 23 have been cancelled. Claims 2-22 and 24- 
25 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-22 and 24-25 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This case is allowed in view of the Board Decision rendered on March 23, 2010. 

Regarding independent claims 6, 15, and 24, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest the 
claimed provision "a calculation of respective change detection codes to occur in the 
electronic token or SIM card itself as claimed in conjunction with remaining claims 
provisions. 

4. The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite 
and enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
